Words fail to do justice 
to the conditions of stagnation 
and destitution that exist, and every day 
the colony settles deeper in the quagmire 
of commercial and national despair. Not 
often does one man’s death bring such fear- 
ful consequences as the pauperization, for 
that is what it virtually means, to a whole 
country. Yet the immediate cause_visible 
of the disaster was the death of a. London

Should the latter be meeting with success 
in a fishery in a certain harbor and a 
Frenchman enters and desires the place he 
simply takes it, and if the local fisherman 
resists a French or English ship speedily 
compels him to take his ves and gear 
and go to some other harbor, fof the under- 
standing is that France must be conciliated 
on any terms. 

Newfoundland being small, and having 
only 200,000 people, is powerless to resist 
such outrages, and though frequent at- 
tempts have been made to settle the ques- 
tion they have been frustrated by France’s 
domineering and England’s subserviency.

French fishermen engaged in the cod 
fishery on the banks and aiso around the 
treaty coast, commonly known as. the 
“French Coast.“ About twenty years ago 
it had dwindled down to a mere shadow of 
its former substance, but then the French 
Government, desirous of augmenting the 
naval forces, decided to establish a bounty 
system that gives its fishermen about 2 
cents a pound on every cargo of fish ex 
ported from French sions into other 
markets, while Newfoundland fish enter- 
ing the same ports must pay an import duty 
of over 2 cen without having any bounty. 
This proved ous to Newfoudland’s trade 
in European markets, and to offset it this 
Government passed a bait act prohibiting 
the export or sale of bait fish to the French 
without which they could not catch cod. 
This act, after twice being disallowed by 
the English Government, was assented to 
after three years’ agitation. Unfortunately 
it was made a question of party politics 
here and after being enfor three years 
with beneficial results was abandoned by the 
Government in 1891. '

any misconduct or illegal act in the Excise 
Commissioner’s office, but intimated plainly 
that he did not consider the office was 
properly conducted. He said that there was 
always a good deal of trouble experienced 
in outsiders being permitted to examine the 


_petitions made for a license and that efforts 


to prevent a license being issued to à person 
whosé petition was illegal had often proved 
unavailing. He also stated that he thought 
the fees charged by Mr, Bell were entirely 
too large and just twice as much as the 
Legislature had intended when the bill cre- 
ating the office of Excise Commissioner was 
passed. In his opinion, the law only in- 
tended the Commissioner to issue to saloon- 
keepers in St. Louis one license,*viz., a city 
license, whereas he has always issued both 
n city and a State license, charging $3 for 
each license every six months, 4 
fee of $12 per year for every licensed saloon 
in the city. He claimed there are 

2,000 licensed saloons in the city, which 
gives Mr. Bell an income of about 924,000 a 
year. He raised the point that, in his opin- 
fon, saloons in St. Louis only required a city 
license and the tax of the State for State 
purposes is levied on that license. 

Mr. Deering also stated that he had in- 
formation to the effect that only about 10 
per cent of the petitions for licenses were 
examined into as to their validity. Each 
petition is required to Bear the signature 
of the majority of property owners in the 
block where the saloon in question is located, 
and he contended that in many cases this 
point in the law was not observed. He 
also etated that it seemed to be the general 
practice to allow saloons to run from thirty 
to sixty days after their license had ex- 
pired, which, in his opinion, was contrary 
to law. He suggested that Mr. Bell himself 
be placed upon the stand and testify to the 
truth of the above statements. 

Chairman Swanger then asked him if 
he knew of anything illegal in connection 
with Collector Ziegenhein’s office. 

He replied that he did not wish to answer 
that question, as a committee had already 
been appointed to investigate the inner 
workings of that office. Mr. Swanger then 
explained to him that the committee he 
referred to had nothing to do with the pres- 
ent investigation, as the latter was limited, 
as far as Collector Ziegenhein's office was 
concerned, to the collection of liquor li- 
censes. :

MATERNAL STUDIES. 

The kindergarten system has entered 
a new and promising line of development. 
It is proposed now to round out the 
Froebel plan of starting the young idea 
in the right way by forming mothers’ 
Classes for the purpose of studying the 
infant nature. The point in short is to 
get mothers to make the acquaintance of 
their children. The suggestion has re- 
ceived enthusiastic support and is likely 
to commend itself particularly to moth- 
ers whese maternity is of an experimental 
and incidental kind and who will regard 
it as an interesting novelty. 

Some old-fashioned mothers will look 
upon the mothers’ class with indifference, 
if not with scorn, Spending most of their 
time in the companionship of their chil- 
dren, they are sure that they know more 
about them than the best kindergarten 
teacher can tell. But the kindergarten 
teacher would probably tell these faith- 
ful mothers that their knowledge is not 
of the right kind. It is not scientifio 
knowledge which has been analyzed and 
sifted and formulated into such shape 
that it can be consciously and properly 
applied by themselves or utilized by 
maternal beginners and ignoramuses. 
The old-fashioned mother would probably 
be stumped on the first question with re- 
gard to the mental and moral processes 
of the infant mind at play or at work. 

But granting that the conscientious 
but unscientific mother gets under the 
skins of her children and gains su- 
ecient knowledge from constant associa- 


tion to make a success of her mission, 


there are other kinds of mothérs. There 
are society mothers whose rounds of 
pleasure are interrupted by the visit of 
unbidden infant guests, but who never 
take them into their intimacy. Then 
there is the new woman, who unfortu- 
nately still has maternal liabilities and 
may be dragged at any time from 
her great task of elevating and reform- 
ing man to the every-day work of caring 
for and molding children. These moth- 
ers must have some easier and pleasanter 
ways of attaining the qualifications of 
motherhood than dull experience and 
constant and sacrificial care offer. 

The mother school is therefore to be 
commended. It must be admitted that it 
is an excellent thing for all mothers to 
become acquainted with their children. 
More than this, if this branch of the 
kindergarten system leads to a better 
knowledge of children and induces moth- 
ers to take a deeper and more intelligent 
interest in them than many now do, it 
will accomplish more for the human race 
than all the kindergartens put together.

About a year ago,“ said he, “Stevens and 
Anderson left California te prospect for 
gold in South America. They went to Valen- 
cla, Venezuela, taking a boat there for Bo- 
Evia. From there they walked 200 miles to 
the gold district at Callao. I was employed 
by the company and assisted them in secur- 
ing the necessary articles for prospecting. 
About Sept. 23 they left to go to British 
Guiana, where there were better chances 
of finding gray gold, They followed the 
course of the Yurvari River and reached 
Cayuni River about ten days later. Here 
they stopped at the British station, which 
was in command of Lieut. Barnes. It is sit- 
uated near the present boundary of Vene- 
guela and the British possessions. The 
British treated them royally,but they needed 
food and other necessaries, which could be 
obtained only on the Venezuela side of the 
river. They went over and made their pur- 
chases, and were about to return to the 
British side, when they were arrested by 
a Spanish soldier and taken before the com- 
mander of the garrison. They were searched, 
but hothing of a criminal nature was found 
on them. They were examined as to their 
history and the cause of their being there. 
A, mea they were asked if they h a per- 
mit to travel through Venezuela. They pro- 
tested that they needed no passport, it be- 
ing a free country. After much persuasion 
they were allowed two hours to return to the 
British side to get their effects. 

“They were to return to be locked up. 
Once on the British side they decided not to 
return, but waited until dark and 
to a point below on the British side, where 
they could strike inland to the gold fields. 

- were still in their canoe on the Brit- 
ish side when 5 —＋ soldiers crossed and 

them. They were taken to the Ven- 
ezuelan station, where they were locked up 
to await the arrival of Gen. Sefanti.

Many Vessels, Passenger-Laden, Have 

Sailed From Port and Were Never 

reer From Some of the Marine Hor- 
rors of Past Tears. 


“The Naval Hydrographer calculates that 
in recent years there has been an annual 
total loss of 2,172 vessels, representing in 
value about $100,000,000. The annual loss ot 


life is placed at 12,000. 5 

The loss of merchant and other ships from 
various causes was estimated at Lioyds in 
1800 to be about an average of 86 ships 
a year. In 180 it was shown that N Brit- 
ish vessels alone were wrecked during that 
year, but the number of ships afloat at that 
period was insignificant compared with } 
what it is now. 

Subsequent years, particularly that of 1852, 
were very disastrous to shipping. The year 
1852 was more prolific in marine disasters 
than any which had preceded it. In the fol- 
lowing twenty-five years it is estimated that 
at least 60,000 wrecks occurred. 

The long list of vessels whose loss at sea 
was attended with frightful fatality is led 
off with the British cruiser Mary Rose, 
sixty guns, which upset in a squall in the 
year 1545, drowning all hands. The next 
important wrecks were those of the Corona- 


tion, ninety guns; the Harwich, seventy 
uns, and the Royal Sovereign, —— 
astle and Northumberland. The 100- 7 
battleship Victory drowned her crew of 709 
off the Isle of Alderney on Oct. 5, 174, and 
during the — year the Namur, seventy- 
r guns, undered in the East Indies, 
all * her crew of 485 men except 
Almost at the same 
xty-gun ship Pembroke was 
off Porto Novo, and 330 of her 
crew perished. 
A few years later the fine line-of-battle 
ship Prince George was burned at sea while 
making a passage to Gibraltar. She lost 
of her crew. The Lichfield, Tilbury 
ana Ramilies, all British men-of-war, were 
the next to visit Davy Jones’ locker. Some 
years afterward an entire British fleet was 
wrecked in a West Indian hurricane, all 
hands being lost. The vessels that met 
disaster were the Thunderer, 74 guns; the 
Stirling Castle, 64; Defiance, 64; Phoenix, 
44; La Blanche, 32; Laurel, 28: Shark, 28; 
Castle, 24; Penelope, 
: ug ; Barbadoes, 14; Chame- 
leon, 14; Endeavor, 14, and Victor, 10 guns. 
The wreck of the Villa de Paris, of 104 
guns, one of Admiral Rodney’s p 
shortly followed.

During the next decade many transports 
and men-of-war were lost. The te 
Ajax was destroyed off the Isle of Tenedos 

and 20 persons peris . Boon afterward 
the Prince of Wales and the Rochdale, two 
>> British vessels, went ashore on the 
sh coast, drowning 300 of thoge on board. 

Scores of other — followed, but 
one of the most pitiful of all was the loss 
of the ship Amphitrite, bound to New 
South Wales with female convicts on board. 
The vessel was lost on Boulogne Sands, 
and out of 131 persons on board only three 
were saved. 

The dreary record of death at sea with- 
out any effort.being made to save the voy- 

ers is broken by the acoount of the steam- 
ship Forfarshire. t vessel went ashore 
during a violent gale, but through the 
efforts of the Outer-Fern lighthouse keeper, 
James Darling, and his heroic daughter 
Grace, fifteen of the fifty-three who were 
on board were saved. 

The Protector, an East Indiaman, went 
down with 170 of her 178 passengers and 
crew off B 1, and then the transport 
Lord William Bentick went down off Bom- 
bay, taking recruits, passengers and crew 
with her. 

In the early forties many vessels began to 
go a-missing. The President, a steamship 
which sailed from New York, bound for Liv- 
erpool, in March, was among the first 
of these. Among her passengers. of whom 
she carried a large number, was Tyrone 
Power, the comedian, a son of the Duke of 
Richmond. The vessel’s fate is still un- 
known. 

The next to disappear and leave no trace 
behind was the Glasgow steamship City of 
Glasgow, which cleared port with 480 per- 
sons on board, and has never since been 
heard from.

Liverpool for New Tork in January, 1866. 
She had 186 persons on board. It is supposed 
that the vessel struck an iceberg and sank 
immediately after, but her fate is mere 
conjecture, as nothing has been heard from 
her since she left port.

STOVE EXPLODED. 


Narrow Escape of Mrs. Wiess of 
East St. Louis.

A terrific explosion, supposed to have been 
caused by the accumulation of coal gas in

She had been struck on the leg and arm, 
but a small bruise on her knee and a slight 
abrasion on her wrist were the only in- 
juries she sus The range was com- 
pletely wrecked and was turned upside 
down. All the doors were blown off and 
every joint was broken. Several fragments 
went through the windows and a kettle 
plowed its way through the snow across 
the yard to the alley. The concussion 
broke all the panes in the windows and 
loosened the plastering on the ceiling, some 
of which fell to the floor. The fir in the 
range was quenched by the water which ran 
from the overturned reservoir; and was thus 
prevented from causing any further dam-

At noon a small de- 
tachment from Gen. Katsura’s forces en- 
tered Kaiping and the junction of the arm- 
ies was effected.

RECORD OF THE WAR. 


Battles Fought and Won by the Japanese 
Losses in Men and Money. 
BOSTON, Mass., Feb. 2:.—Extracts from 
the official reports of the Japanese War 
Department on the Chinese war up to . 
31, have been received here. The record 
begins on July 23, and contains a report ‘of 


sixteen battles, all of which resulted in 
victory for the Japanese. Fourteen were on 
land and two on sea. The Japanese lost 
430 killed and 1,712 wounded. The Chinese 
lost 6.676 killed and 9,696 wounded. ‘The re- 
port says that all the enemies wounded 
were treated in Japanese hospitais and the 
dead were buried. The Japanese took 2,164 
prisoners, most of them being held in the 
military stations in Japan. The ‘plunder 
taken includes 670 Krupp guns, - 
000 rou of ammunition; 7,465 rifles, with 


and ver valued at over 11,000, 000 and an 
enormous amount of camp equipments, the 
whole. amounting to about $7,000,000. The 
value of the buildings and forts at Port 
Arthur is estimated at not less than $700,- 
000,000. Two gunboats and a steel cruiser 
have been -seized, one gunboat and a 
cruiser burned, one iron-clad and three 
cruisers sunk, besides twenty-one steam 
launches and sailing vessels. : 


CAPT, KURT VON GOESSEL. 


The Commander of the Eibe, Who Went 
Down With His Ship. 


Kurt Von Goessel, Captain of the fated 
North German Lloyd steamship Elbe, was 
born in Ratfbor, Prussian Silesia, where his 
mother still lives. , 

The Von Goesslers are connected with 
many of the most aristocratic families in 
Germany. Capt. Von Goessel’s only brother 
is a General in the German army, and under 
Emperor William I. was a member of the 
general staff. 

Von Goessel ran away to sea when he was 
15 years of age. He became an enthusiastic 
sailor, and eventually commanded a fine 
sailing ship. More than twenty years ago 

e the examinations required by the 
Lioyds, and entered their service as a 
fourth officer. He took command of the 
Elbe about three years ago. For three years 
previous to that time he was captain of one 
of the company’s vessels that went from 
Bremen to Singapore, through the Suez 
Canal. Before that time he commanded a 
Lioyd boat that sailed from‘ Bremen to 
Rio De Janeiro, and from that port to Balti- 


more. 

Capt. Von. Goessel’s family consists of his 
wife and three children—a girl, 17 years 
, and two sons, one 12, the other 3 years 
old. They live in Bremerhaven. The 
formerly lived in Hanover, but moved nort 
to be nearer the Captain when he was in

witness in person, and under these circum- 
stances the statements made by Centrell, 
connecting her with the crime, cannot be 
used. other evidence against her, 
though undoubtedly strong, is purely cir- 
cumstantial, 

The Proseéuting Attorney, M. W. Schae- 
fer, was questioned. regarding the case by 
a Post-Dispatch reporter, and said: “I am 
confident that Mrs. Kahn will be convicted, 
and think she will probably be sentenced to 
death. There should be no trouble about 
proving her guilt, and to my mind the only 
question is as to whether the jurors who 
try the case will be influenced by her sex 
and decline to fix the extreme penalty of the 
law because she is a woman. There appears 
to be doubt about her physical condition, she 


having intimated that she was neéaring, 


maternity, but by the time her trial begins 
the lapse of time since her incarceration will 
have been sufficient to put that phase of the 
case beyond conjecture.”

This ap- 
plies more especially to winter wheat, re- 
ceipts of which at the five Western mar- 
kets, receiving direct from the country, 
aggregating only 233,000 bu last week. This 
amount was 297,000 bu less than the preced- 
ing week and 405,000 bu smaller than cor- 
responding week last year. Spring wheat 
receipts at Duluth and Minneapolis showed 
a reduction,also, but not to such an extraor- 
dinary extent as winter wheat. 


Another proof of the inability to obtain 
wheat or of the bareness of supplies in 
winter wheat sections, outside the primary 
markets, is the rapid, heavy and urgent 
demand that has developed in the accumu- 
lative centers, from outside mills, which 
usually depend a * sup on the sec- 
tions they are locate his outside 
milling demand — deen most prominent 
in St. Louis, and has come, so far, chiefly 
from Southern mills. There are other mar- 
kets, notably Kansas City, which are feel- 
ing this demand, and there are other sec- 
tions besides the South that are drawing 
upon St. Louis for supplies. Several II- 
linois and Missouri country mills have 
been buying wheat here lately. Letters 
from country points, which have had 
stocks on hand or held on the neighboring 
farms, report sales to mills located at dis-

Exports from the seaboard have 
been disappointing, the total from both 
coasts in flour and wheat last week equiv- 
alent to 2,383,000 bushels, but stocks at the 
ports should show 600,000 bushels or more re- 
duction. The Western markets will decrease 
corsiderably, except Chicago, and the in- 
crease cannot amount to much there, and, 
as more spring wheat mills are running, 
there should only be a small increase in the 
Northwest.

Just at present it looks very much as 
though this country will have to get rid of 
most its surplus wheat in the shape of 
flour. Stocks of flour are smaller in this 
country than for several years past, as the 
milis throughout the country have been 
making little for several weeks. Foreign 
advices are of depleted stocks abroad that 
must be replenished, though so fan there are 
no indications of any increased foreign de- 
mand for flour. Europe has let up on its 
buying of wheat in this country, its recent 
large purchases at 5c to 8e in price above its 
present value discouraging and disgusting 
the foreign buyers, besides increasing their 
supplies at home and on the ocean. The 
Southern hemispheres, too, are now shipping 
their new crops, though having less to 
spare than last year. India is offering a new 
crop, which is said to be of unusually good 
quality and liberal in quantity, and Russia 
is also reported in the market as a free 
seller again. So the prospects for an ex- 
tensive foreign demand for this country’s 
rare article are by no means encouraging. 
And the question is, will there be enough 
demand during the next five months to re- 
duce our stocks to a point where a pros- 
pective large new crop will not mean low- 
down prices for the balance of the year?

Brief Reviews of Leading New Publica- 
tions. 


T. & J. W. Johnson & Co., Philadelphia, 
have just issued in pomphlet form “The 
Income Tax Act of 1894,” 2 ex- 
— and digested by Mr. J. A. Glenn, 
ornierly Corporation Tax Clerk, Auditor- 
Gendral’s Department, Pennsylvania. 

© arrangement is a perfect one for the 
purposes of ready reference to the various 
Sections of this law, the enforcement of 
which will bring about many complications, 
while time is not now allowed for their set- 
tlement by appeal. 

Mr. Glenn’s official experience peculiarly 
fitted him for the N of a digest of 
this enactment. The arrangement is new, 
referring to the section of the act at both 
the beginning and end of each topical an- 
notation, with cross references directing to 
the par h sought. 

The pamphlet is issued at 2 cents. The 
same advice from a lawyer as competent as 
the author would cost somé thousand times 
as much. That it would be in heavy de- 
mand both by lawyers and laymen at sev- 
eral times its cost is beyond doubt. Mr. 
Glenn’s work is one that literally and truly 
fills a real want, even though not long 
felt, and fills it thoroughly.

The present volume 
is the story of the Latin kingdom of Jeru- 
salem, and is a history told in a narra- 
tive form, giving the principal facts in 
a concise and attractive way.

After young Burns incafceration in the 
penitentiary Annie White ran her career of 
sin, came prematurely to death’s door, and 
there confessed to her negro nurse that 
Willis Burns had not wronged her, as she 
had sworn. The negress called in Justice W. 
S. Boulware of Moberly, and he, on Aug. 
8, 1 took her statement and administered 
to her the oath as to its truth. This, with 
petitions, letters, etc., were forwarded to 
Gov. Francis on Aug. 21, 1891, and in the 
packet was a letter from Ben T. Hardin 
stating the circumstances under which sen- 
tence had been passed, and expressing the 
belief that Burns was innocent. All these 
papers were tossed aside, and nothing was 
done with the case until the summer of 1893, 
when it was brought to Gov. Stone’s atten- 
tion by Burns’ mother and brother. More 
letters were written, more petitions for- 
warded, and Gov. Stone was not long in 
reaching the conclusion that here was no 
ordinary case of mere natural desire to 
evade the decree of the law. He inquired for 
the original papers in the case, containing 
the most material proofs of innocence, but 
they were not found for many months. 
Meanwhile the poor convict was forwarding 
letters from his cell, his relatives in Kan- 
sas City were beseeching the Governor for 
clemency, and every few weeks there would 
come a letter from someone who had per- 
sonal cognizance of the facts, but who 
could not reasonably be accused of selfish 
interest, making the same claim of inno- 
cence for Burns. But the original papers, 
which all the parties in interest claimed 
were in the Governor’s office, failed to turn 
up, and Gov. Stone felt bound to pursue a 
conservative course. 

Some weeks ago Burns learned that Dr. 
Nathaniel M. Baskett of Moberly had been 
elected a State Senator; and he sought an 
interview with Capt. Jesse Tolon, one of 
the chief deputies under Warden Pace, and 
asked him whether he could not have an in- 
terview with Dr. Baskett upon his arrival. 
It happened that Dr. Baskett had been ap- 
pointed by the Governor as one of the Audit- 
ing Committee, charged by law with the 
duty of going over the penitentiary accounts 
before the meeting of the Legislature, and 
Capt. Tolon so informed Burns. When Sen- 
ator-elect Baskett came to the prison Capt. 
Tolon called his attention to the Burns case 
and.an interview followed. Burns told Sen- 
ator Baskett all the facts in the case, of 
which the barest outline has been given, 
and the Senator advised him to first of all 
write to Justice Boulware, and get from 
him an affidavit that he had taken such an 
affidavit from Annie White.

“T left him then,” concluded Senator 
Baskett, “after I had seen him started by 
Capt. Tolon to the shop with a note to the 
foreman ord his name to be en 
from the books. He was turned out im- 
mediately afterward, and at once left for 
Kansas City, where his mother and brother 
live. I am firmly convinced that he is 
innocent and that his imprisonment was 
effected on perjured testimony. This opin- 
ion was formally expressed by Gov. Stone 
in the pardon order transmitted to the 
Secretary of State. And I must say, too, 
that the bearing of that pardon to Burns 
at the Missouri Penitentiary was the most 
pleasant duty I ever had to perform. 

Your correspondent went up to the prison 
after hearing this narrative and going over 
the papers in Secretary of State Lesueur’s 
office, to ask Capt. Tolon whether there had 
been any unusual features in Burns’ prison 
record. The Captain did not remember 
any immediately connected with the negro's 
record. 

“But something has occurred since that 
has given me a very high opinion of that 
fellow,” said the Captain. “Burns was 
acting as banker for his cell-mate, who also 
worked in the same shop, and when he went 
back to give notice of his discharge he in- 
tended to give his cell-mate $2.50 that ré- 
mained in his hands. In the natural ex- 
citement of the moment he forgot it and 
took the money with him out of the prison. 
But to-day it came in by mail, with a kind 
letter from Burns to his less fortunate 
friend 2 the oversight and apolo- 
gizing for it. is I consider one 0 the 
best indications possible of the fellow’s real 
character.“ 

Capt. Tolon then referred to a very sim- 
ilar case now under his notice, com from 
Boone County and from the same Judge, 
Burkhardt. It is that of Enoch Ellis, who 
Oct. 26, 1886, for twenty-five years 
for the same offense. The prosecuting wit- 
ness was a colored woman with whom Ellis 
formerly lived, and who, it is claimed, was 
instigated to his prosecution by relatives 
who had no use for Ellis. His sentence, 
fixed by a jury, was originally oT years, 
but was cut down by the trial Judge ore- 
half. The Sheriff, Prosecuting Attorney and 
the only witness on the part of the prosecu- 
tion all say that Ellis is innocent, but the 
case came.up in a section of the State
